Statement ul v'/ibex lor which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On 19-1-91 at about 1430 hours, ’B' Company of 127 
Battalion, BSF, located at Sugar mill, Zira was requisitioned 
by Supdt. of Police, Zira for hunt coming/search operation 
near village Nihalka, P. S, Makhu, Distt, Ferozepur. As the 
Company reached near the place of operation, heavy volume 
of fire started coming from two farm houses on BSF party. 
Naik Satya Narayan Saha was a member of one of the 
search parties. In order to reach near the entrance gale of 
farm house, inripite of heavy volume of fire coming from 
the front side, Naik Snhu out of sheer gale managed to 
cross up to one of the militants, who was llr.ng heavy volume 
of bursts with his automatic rifle on the search party. The 
volumes of fire was so interest that the entire search party had 
to take position on the ground. In order to neutralise the 
firing of the militants, 3 Light machine guns were placed at 
different directions to provide covering (lie to (he advnncng 
search parties, 

Naik Saha, without caring for his personal safety, literally 
pounced on the militant and grabbed the barrel ot the rifle 
with a view to snatch it from the militant which resulted in 
seveie bum injuries on bo'h palm of Naik Saha. During the 
sctiffls, Naik Saha received one bad injury on his left arm 
above the tlbow. Inspite of heavy bleeding and hands badly 
bruised, Na k Saha managed to hit on the privats part of the 
militant with his boot ankle and snatched his AK-47 rifls. 
One Sub-Inspector, who was engaged in giving covering flee 
to the search party killed the extremist on the spot. 

Naik Saha who was injured during the encounter was 
trapped inside the farm house was evacuated by the other 
search parties and rushed to hospital after giving first 
aid. 


In the meantime, another group of militants fired on a 
group of army personnel carrying out winter exercise in 
the near-by vicinity of village Nihalke. The army personnel 
returned tho fire. Thereafter, Supdt. of Police, Zira also 
reached the spot alongwith police party. The exchange 
of fire continued upto 2.30 P.M. Thereafter the area was 
searched and sight dead bodies of militants were recovered. 
In the exchanges of fire one girl of about 12 years was 
ah > killed. During search large quantity of amis and 
iunmun : tion were recovered from the place of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Sritya Narayan Saha, Naik, display¬ 
ed conspicuous callantrv. courage and devotion to duty of 
a high order

Statement of set vices for a inch the decoration has been 
awarded 

On 23-8-1991, a joint cordon and search operation was 
carried out by BSF and Punjab Police personnel in the 
area of Regional Research Centre farm of Punjab Agricul¬ 
tural University near village Kheri on Sangrui-Patran Road. 
The office complex of Research Centre and residential 
quarters was surrounded by high crops of sugurci.ncs. Maize, 
cotton and artier etc. In about 30 acres of land. Thus 
the place provided an excellent hide-out of the terrorists. 
Police authorities suspected this farm to be the li de-out of 
a gang of terrorists which had created terror in the area 
by its wanton killings. 

The search operation started at 0500 hours. After 
completing the search of the office complex, the BSF party 
advanced to search the residential quarters on one of the 
extreme corners. When the party reached near residential 
qttarters of cluss-lV staff, they were fired upon with 
automatic weapons from one of the quarters. However, 
due to tactical move to the party no one was injured. 
The party immediately cordoned the quarter and took 
position. In the meantime, the terrorists managed to jump 
into the adjacent sugarcane field through the rear window 
of the house. The party observed six terrorists tunning 
into the sugarcane field, The BSF party cordoned the 
field from one side while police party from other side. 
Tho terrorists started firing on BSF par y and tried to 
escape into another sugarcane field by adopting fire and 
move tactics. The BSF paity engage the terrorists by 
hoavy fne and confined them in the same sugarcane field. 
As there was no cover the BSF personnel had to take 
firing position in the open. Constable Mahavir On ion look 
position on the trick divaline the sugatcanc fields so that 
ho could cover the area both by filing and observation, 
deterring the terrorists from crossing to the other fields. 

Constable Onion kept on filing into ihc sugarcane crops 

and along the track and forced the terrorists to remain 
in the same field. During this fierce exchange of fire, 
on; of the bullets bird bv terrorists hi r Constable Onion 
on the head through steel helmet. Inspite, of bullet 
injury Shri Oraon kept on firing on the terrorists and 
was able to injure one of the terrorists, who was subse¬ 
quently killed bv following ihc trail of blood stains. This 
terrorist was trying to cross to other field. Shri Oraon 
kept on firing on the terrorists and prevented their escape 
to other fields. Thereafter he was rushed to Civil Hospital. 
S.ingrur. 

In *he meantime ihe District Headquarters veie informed 
by wireless for re inforcements. After some time the 
le-inforceinent reached the. spot and cordon was further 

strengthened. The exchange of fire continued for more 
than three hours. hi the encounter in all six terrorists 

were killed, out of them five weie baler identified us 
Balblr Singh alias Baba Garja Singh. Amrik Singh, Piaia 
Singh. Sinaara Sinvh. Karamjit Singh. However, one of 
(hem could not be identified. During search 1 AK-47 rifle, 
one 7.62 mm SLR. two .315 bore rifles, one .401 rifle, 
two 3S bore revolvers anti huge quantity of ammunition 
were recovered from ihe place of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Mahavir Oraon Constable dis¬ 
placed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty 
of a high order.

On 6-8-1991, Police authorities of Budhlada informed 
Shri Pramod Kumar, Assistant Commandant of 143 Battalion, 
BSF that his Company is required immediately for offensive 
operation against miliants at village Saidwala, P.S. Boha. 
Without losing any time Shri Pramod Kumar with his 
party rushed to that place. On reaching there he was 
told that militants were hiding in a building. Shri Pramod 
Kumar assessed the situation and planned a tactical opera¬ 
tion to flush out militants. As the cordon v/as being lad, 
the militants opened fire from the said building. The 
Police/BSF personnel returned the fire in staff defence. 

Shri Pramod Kumar went towards the building by crawl¬ 
ing under the covering fire and lobbed hand grenades. On 
this militants sh'fted to the next room which was a store 
room. Without caring for his personal safety, Shri Pramod 
Kumar climbed at the roof of the building and started 
demolishing a portion of a wall to make an opening. On 
seeing. Shri Pramod Kumar acting bravelv in the face of 
danaer, his party personnel also pushed forward and 
cFmbed on the roof. They demolished n part of the 
wall and made a couple of holes. While Shri Pramod 
Kumar was loobing a grenade through one of the holes, 
the militants fired a burst through that hole and bullet 
partially injured Shri Pramod Kumar right h?nd. Inspite of 
the iniurv. he ken* on loohins the grenade which caused 
explosions inside the store room. The entire room was 
full of smoke and the officer could hear the cries of the 
militants. After watching the daring action of «Shr Pramod 
Kumar, the men of other Unit also loobed grenades 
and fired aggressively into the store room. After some 

time firing from the militants side stopped. During search 
two dead bodies of militants were recovered, who were 

later identified as Gurmej Singh alias Ceja nod Satpam 
§ingh. During search one AK-56 rfle, one AK-74 rifle, 
one .12 bore DBBL Cut Barrel gun. one .12 bore gun 

butt group and large quantity of live/emp'y cartridges 

were recovered from the place of encounter. 

In this encounter Shri Pramod Kumar, Assistant Com¬ 
mandant displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and 
devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded 

On 26th May 1991 at about 1315 hours a patrol party 
of 124 Battalion, BSF was trapped in an ambush by the 
militants on Kunwara-Kalarush Road. The ambush site 
wps hav'ng s*eep hill features on both sides clad with 
thick jungle, this provided tactical advantage to the militants. 
Eight Jawans were infured in the ambush. As the Battalion 
Headquarter of 124 Battalion. BSF was situated at a far 
off place from the place of ambush, the Battalion Head¬ 


quarter of 132 Battalion were requested to send the re¬ 
inforcements. 

At about 1400 hours. Unit Medical Officer alongwith 
one Company of 132 Battalion (including Lance "Naik 
Gurmit Singh) immediately rushed to the place of ambush, 
they were also fired upon heavily by the militants who 
had already covered the road leading to the ambush site. 
Thus it became necessary to dislodge the militants from 
the adjoining hilly features. 

. Lance Naik Gurmit Singh was asked to clear the adjoining 
hill features with a section under his command. Although 
the. militants were occupying a tactically advantageous 
position on hid top and were indiscriminately firing at the 
approaching BSF personnel, Lance Naik Gurmit Singh 
showed expemplary courage and leadership of an unusual 
nature inspite of definite danger to his life he led his 
men from the front and through personal example helped 
them advance towards the militants. While firing on the 
militants, the BSF party kept on climbing towards the 
hill top. Lance Naik Gurmit Singh without caring for 
his personal safety, while moving ahead of his section 
chalienged the militants, inspite of heavy fire from the 
militants. He inspired his men and encouraged them to 
stick to the last. 

In the process three jawans of his section got injured 
and he himself sustained bullet injury in his chest. Unmind¬ 
ful of his injury sustained by him and the continued threat 
from viie militants, Lance Naik Gurmit Singh kept his 
coql and w'th ex'rn-ordinary devotion to duty of an ex¬ 
ceptional order encouraged his men to attack the militants. 
Tii the process lie succumbed to his injuries and laid 
down his life fighting the militants, his efforts did not went, 
in vain, seeing the determination of the BSF party the 
militants fled away and the BSF party captured the dominat¬ 
ing hill feature, a very important .s'ep to contain nvlitancy 
in the area. 

In this encounter (La'e) Shri Gurmit Singh, Lance Naik 
displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a high order.

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 

awarded :— 

On 2-9-1991 at about 12.20 PM a group of about , ten 
extremists wearing police uniforms came to the house of 
Comrade Gurnam Singh erf village Lahuka, P.S. Patti. The 
extrem'sts toid that they have come from P.S. Bhikhiwind to 
Inspect the arms and ammunition held by the armed guards 
of Comrade Gumam Singh. They took the rifles and ammu¬ 
nition and the walkis-talkis set from the guards. After taking 
the arms and ammunition the extermists kidnapped Comrade 
Swam Singh and fled away. 

After the incident the Guards immediately informed Shri 
Sukhdev Singh Brar, Deputy Supdt. of Police Patti. They 
immediately rushed to the spot, there they learnt that the extre¬ 
mists have guns towards village Jaura with the captive. Shri 
Brar flashed the massege to SSP, Tarn Taran, nearby Police 
Stations and CRPF posts. Shri Brar cordoned village Jaura 
from all directions by deputing different police parties. Sub¬ 
sequently they got the information that the extremists were 
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seen going towards village Dial Rajputan side. Accordingly. 
Shri Brar flashed the message on wirelets to his senior forma-" 
tions and quickly moved towards village Dial Rajputan. Seeing 
the movement of Police/CRPF vehicles, the extremists 
abandoned their vehicles and took positions in nearby sugar¬ 
cane fields. 

By the time Shri Narinder Pal Singh, SSP, Tarn I'aran 
alongwith force reached there and took command of the opera¬ 
tion. As the search was in progress, the extremists hiding in 
the sugarcane fields opened fire on the police parties. The 
police parties returned the fire. Under the direction of Shri 
N. P. Singh, grenades were looped in sugarcane fiieds. Shri 
Khubi Ram, Supdt. of Police, Operations, Tam Taran him¬ 
self looped hand grenades in the fields. Due to the. pressure 
of grenades and heavy firing by the police parties, the extre¬ 
mists could not hold the kidnapped Comrade Swarn Singh. 
Finding opportunity, Comrade Swarn Singh came out of the 
sugarcane fields and presented himself before the security 
forces. Thus Shri Khubi Ram was able to rescue the kid¬ 
napped person without any harm to him. Comrade Swarn 
Singn provided valuable information about the presence of 
extremists in the fields. The extremists desparately continued 
firing towards the police personnel. The ponce parties return¬ 
ed the fire effectively. Tfie firing continued upto 7.30 P.M. 
Thereafter, Shri N.P. Singh decided to abandon the search 
and tightened the cordon as it was getting dark and to avoid 
casualties. 

At about 8.45 P.M. on 3-9-1991, the trapped extremists in 
a bid to escape, started indiscriminate firing towards the 
security personnel, who were manning the cordon along the 
canal side. The extremists divided themselves into 3-4 
groups. One extremist in a desperate bid to> escape, continued 
firing on the police personnel so a!s to break the cordon, but 
he was very skilfully shot dead by Inspector Sube Singh. 

At about 6.30 P.M. on -3-9-1991 a joint search operation 
by Police and CRPF personnel began under the directions 
and supervision of Shri N.P. Sigh. Shri N.P. Singh led the 
search himself with the gunmen and was on the fore-from. 
It was a morale booster for the whole force, they jumped 
in this war-like situation willingly and with full vigour and 
strong.h. In the process of paddy field was cleared as there 
was no resistance. When the adjoining paddy field was being 
searched from the northern and western flanks the extremists 
fired on the search party headed by Shri N.P. Singh. In the 
firing Constable Jasbir S.ngh, who was moving side by side 
with Shri N.P. Singh, got bullet injuries on his left shoulder. 
The bullet narrowly missed Shri N.P. Singh, inspire of this 
he kept on leading the force. Shri Singh, with his presence 
of mnd and past experience, fired towards that direction 
from his weapon.

Major Singh alias Ghuk; and (5) Sukhwinder Singh alias

.303 rifles, one Walkie Talkie set and large quantity of live/ 
empty cartridges were recovered from the place of en¬ 
counter.

Artei the incident the Guards immediately informed Shri 
Sukhdev Singh Brar, Deputy Supdt. of Police, Patti. They 
immediately rushed to the spot, there they learnt that the 
extremists have gone towards village Jaura with the captive. 
Shri Brar flashed the message to SSP, Tarn Taran, nearby 
pol.ee stations and CRPF posts. Shri Brar cordoned village 
Jaura from all directions by deputing different police parities. 
Subsequently they got the information that the extremists were 
seen going towards village Dial Rajputan side. Accordingly, 
Shri Brar flashed the message on wireless to his senior forma¬ 
tion and qivckly moved towards village Dial Rajputan. See¬ 
ing the movement of Police/CRPF vehicles, the extremists 
abandoned their vehicle and took position in nearby sugar¬ 
cane fields. 

By the time Shri Narinder Pal Singh, SSP, Tarn Taran 
alongwith force reached there and took command?; of the 
operation. As the search was in progress, the extremists 
hid ng in the sugarcane fields opened fire on the police parties. 
The police parties returned the fire. Under the directions 
of Shri N.P. Smgh. grenades were lobbed in sugarcane fields. 
Shri Khubi Ram, Supdt. of Police, Operations, Tarn Taran 
himself lobbed hand grenades in the fields. Due to the pres¬ 
sure of grenades and heavy firing by the police parties, the 
extremists could not hold the kidnapped Comrade Swarn 
S ugh. Finding opportunity, Comrade Swarn Singh came out 
of the sugarcane fields and presented himself before security 
forces. Thus Shri Khubi Ram was able to rescue the kid¬ 
napped person without any harm to him. Comrade Swarn 
Singh provided valuable information about the presence of 
extremists in the fields. The extremists desperately continued 
firing towards the police personnel. The police parties 
returned the fire effectively. The firing continued upto 
7.30 P.M. Thereafter, Shri N.P. Singh decided to abandon 
the search and lightened the cordon as it was getting dark 
and to avoid casualities. 

At about 3.45 P.M. on 3-9-1991, the trapped extremists in 
a bid to escape, started indiscriminate firing towards the 
security personnel, who were manning the cordon along the 
canal side. The extremists divided themselves into 3-4j groups. 
One extremist in a desparate bid to escape, continued firing 
on the police personnel so as to break the cordon, but he 
was very skilfully shot dead by Inspector Suba Singh, 
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Ai about 6,30 P.M. on 3-9-1991 a joint search operation 
by police and CRPF personnel began unde; the directions and 
supervision of Shri N.I*. Singh. Shri N.P. Singh led the 
search himself with his gunmen and was on the fore-fiont, It 
was a morale booster Tor-the whole foice, they jumped in 
this war-like si:nation willingly and with tnil vigour and 
strength. 

In the Process a paddy held was denied as theie 
was no resistance. Wnen the adjoining paddy field vvus being 
searched from the northern and western Hanks, the extremists 
filed on the search party headed by Shri N.P. Singh.

On 15th April 1990, a, per opc.ational ptogramme all 
companies of J3 battalion, l. RPP v.tic on raid/search duties. 
At about OSOO hows when they weie crossing village Pheloke, 
they decided to carry out search of the farm house of one 
Gian Singh. Ax they reached near futm house, the terrorists 
biding there,opened heavy fire oil the police party. They imme¬ 
diately informed Unit Headquarter and Police Stations for re¬ 
inforcements. 

Sub-Inspector Suiiuder Singh, SHO, P.S. Siibali aiongwith 
his party immediately reached the spot surveyed the situation 
and asked the extremists to sin render. But extremists continued 
heavy firing oil the police parties with aiilcnn<dic weapons. 
The fire coming from vantage position in the room. On rea¬ 
lising this Shri Surinder Singh aiongwith CRPF personnel took 
positions just in front of the room from where heavy firing 
was coming.

Oa receipt of information on 15th March 1990 at about 
4.00 PM about presence of 7-8 dacoits in the house of 
one Bonga Nai, village Hastam, P.S. Bisanda, Shri B. S 
Sidhu, Supdt. ol Police directed Dr. Tahsildai Singh, Deputy 
Supdt. of Police to assemble readily available foice to 
cordon and confront the dacoits. The entire force without 
loss of time reached Khurahand out-post by 4.35 PM, 
The Supdt. of Police then enquired the whereabouts of thr 
gang from the informer and the villagers who intimated 
that the gang had moved towards the Nala outside the 
village with the in'eution of committing a crime in the 
house of one Keshav Singh. 


the entire force was divider! into 5 parties, of which 
the fust party was led by S.P., the second paity was 
headed by Dy. S.P. Banda and the third parly was placed 
under the charge of Inspector of Police. Kotwali. Simi- 
laily the fourth and fifth parties were placed under charge 
of Reserve Sub-Inspeeior of Police and Platoon Commander 
respectively. After briefing the police personnel about the 
strategy of encounter and entire planning, all the parties 
wero asked to take Lheir respective positions by 6.30 PM 
and await the arrival of the gang. At about 7.00 PM 
7-8 armed deeoits in police uniform reached the house of 
KcshRV S ngh and shouted for opening of the door. Finding 
rto response, a dacoit cried aloud that it wus Budh Sen 
Gang and if the doors were not opened the house would 
bo set on lire lo kill all the residents. On this, the S.P. 
Banda Shri Sidhu warned the dacoits that they had been 
surrounded by the police and they should lay down their 
arms and surrender. The dacoits responded by indiscri¬ 
minate firing On the first party and warned the police 
to retreat otherwise they would be killed. This volley of 
firing was aimed at the S.P. who fortunately escaped un¬ 
hurt. Shri Sidhu then alerted all the parties and directed 
that dacoits did not escape from the cordon. The dacoits 
were also warned by various police parties to lay down 
their arms. The dacoits sensing themselves fully surrounded 
by the police, divided themselves into small groups and 
started firing indiscriminately. Finding intense firing by 
the dacoits, the S.l’. sent a message for reinforcement of 
police. The dacoits again fired upon the S.P, following his 
voice but he miraculously escaped and returned the fire. 
The Dy. S.P. Dr. Singh and one S.l. also fired heavily on the 
dacoits and tho other parties also joined in the firing. While 
firing from both sides was continuing. Constable lai Ram 
Singh of 43 Bn. 1’AC unmindful of the grave risk to his life 
tried to take a better position and fired upon the dacoits 
which was replied by firing on party No. 5 by the dacoits. 
Meanwhile PI. Cdr. cried out to the S.P. that Constable 
Jai Ram Singh had been hit by a bullet. Since the S.P, 
was actively involved in the exchange of fire, he directed 
the PI. Cdr. Lo shift Ihe injured Constable to hospital for 
treatment. He also directed all the police parties over the 
loud hailer to mount further pressure on tne dacoits keep¬ 
ing their own security in view. The dacuits were now 
under pressure and their firing became more intense. 

By now. Constable Sada Shiv Yadav of 43 Bn. PAC had 
taken position in place of Constable Jai Ram Singb. The 
dacoi's started advancing towards the police party No. I 
and as a result of firing by police, one of the dacoits fell 
down. Sensing imminent danger to the S.P. and his party, 
the Dy.S.P. immediately opened the door and started firing 
and during the exchange of fire one dacoit was hit and 
he fell down. Later the firing ceased for ascertaining the 
current position of the dacoits. The Dy.S.P. was suddenly 
fired upou by the dacoits, however, he escaped on account 


o£ his swift movement. Meanwhile the S.P. and one Sub- 
Inspector of Police ciawlcd up lo tile eastern coiuer of 
the roof on the house of Keshav Singh and the S.P. ordered 
VLP file for illumination. The dacoits tried to escape 
in the south-eastern direction but Constable Sada Shiv Yadav 
fired upon the dacoits to hold their escape and during 

tins he was hit and fell dowD. Meanwhile, one Havildar 

of 33 Bn. PAC exposed his life to grave risk and fired 
upon one particular dacoit who was firing heavily from 
close to him and hit that dacoit. The dacoit also managed

D. 4.—In exercise of the power 
conferred by clause (i) of sub-rule (11 of Rule 5 of Ihe

(U) Die Commission shall within the first 30 days of 
every month, furnish to the Central Government, 
a full proper return showing the quantity and gross 
value of all crude oil, casing-head condensate and 
natural gas obtained during the preceding month in 
pursuance of the Licence.

(e) The Commission shall deposit a sum of Rs

(hi The Commission shall immediately on demand 
submit to Central Government confidentially a full 
report of the Geological data of all the minerals 
found during the exploration of oil and natural gas 
and shall submit without fail every six months the 
results of all operations, boring and exploration to 
the Central Government. 

(i) The Commission shall take preventive measures 
against the hazards of fire under sea bed and/or 
on the surface and shall keep such equipment, sup¬ 
plies and means to extinguish the fire at all times 
and shall pay such compensation to third party and/ 
or Government as may be determined in case of 
damage duo to the fire. 


(j) This exploration licence shall be subject to the pro¬ 
visions of the Oil Fields (Regulation and Develop¬ 
ment) Act, 1948 (53 of 1948) and the Petroleum 
and Natural Gas Rules, 1959. 


(k) The Commission shall execute u deed of the Petro¬ 
leum Exploration Licence in the form applicable to 
offshore areas as approved by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. 


(l) The Commission should render, Bathymetric, bottom 
samples. Current and magnatic data collected during 
the drilling/exploration operations/survey, to Minis¬ 
try of Defence. Naval Headquarters in Ihe Usual 
manner.

(n) The entire data is processed in rndia, 

(o) Foreign vessels if deployed for survey, are to under¬ 
go naval security inspection by a team of Indian 
Navy Specialists Officers prior to commencement of 
survey.

(p) A complete set of oceanographic data collected by 
the Commission in this area is made available free 
of cost to the Ministry of Defence/Chief Hydrogra- 
pher.
